Influence of Canning In- 
terests Said to Have 
Been Partly Responsible

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Washington, July 8.—The war de- 
partment’s holding of thousands of 
tons of food supplies until six 
months after the armistice was 
signed before making any effort to 
sell them to the public has been a 
“most important factor in maintain- 
ing the high cost of living,” Chair- 
man Reavis, of the special house 
subcommittee to investigate quar- 
termaster supplies, declared today 
after the testimony of C. Willing 
Hare, director of war department 

> gales, before the committee, 

“Tt is amazing that, with the 
people of the country needing food 
and the government needing money, 
the war department should have 
held its huge supplies of food. in 
storage all this time,” said Mr. 
Reavis. “It certainly kept the mar- 
ket price of many necessities up.” 

Mr. Hare declared that the blame 
for the delay rested on army 
cers, who have been quibbling for 
a long time on just how much of 
the supplies would bé surplus. 

Other important points of Mr. 
Hare's testimony were: 

Herbert Hoover, in spending 
-$100,000,000 for foreign food relief, 
bought meats in this country own- 
ed by Italy at higher prices than 
he could have obtained the surplus 
meats of the. war department. Mr. 
Hoover refused to buy the war de- 
partment food, Mr. Hare said. 

The war department agreed with 
canners to hold off the market ful- 
ly $100,000,000 worth of canned 
vegetables, so as to not disturb the 
market during the coming season. 
Peas, corn and squash were added 
to the army ration to protect the 
canners rather than because sol- 
diers needed these articles. 

‘ France Offers Almost Nothing. 

Large surpluses of food still ex- 
ist overseas and at shipping ports. 
The value of American property and 
supplies in France is close to $1,- 
500,000,000, and for this France has 
offered $300,000,000, which has been 


rejected. 
irector Hare said the French of- 


fer was made to Chairman Parker, 
of the United States liquidation 
commission, The offer, he said, in- 
cluded all miaterials, including ship 
docks, railroad works and equip- 
ment automobile trucks and tex- 
tiles.

SUGAR TO BE SOLD 


21,000,000 Pounds Held by 

War Department to Be 
Put on Market to Re- 
lieve Shortage. 


Washington, July 8.—Sale of 21,- 


000,000 pounds of surplus sugar now 
held by the war department has 
been authorized it was announced 
today, at a minimum price to be 


fixed by the United States sugar 
equalization board to cover the cost 


to the government. The only condi- 
tion of sale will be that none of 
this stock may be exported. Inves- 
tigation having shown that the prin- 
cipal shortage at present is in states 
east of the Mississippi, efforts wil) 
be made to find purchasers in that 
section. 

The stocks comprise 14,000,008 
poundsidn storage at New Orleans 
and 7,000,000 pounds at San fFran- 
cisco. 

“The export market afforded a 
higher figure than the war aepart- 
ment will realize through this methn- 
od of marketing,” the announcement 
said. “Offers of 10 cents per pound 
have been made for the entire sur- 
plus for export, but the secretary 
of war, realizing that shortage of 
sugar existed in the United States 
during the canning season, desired 
that the American public be given 
the benefit of the me aurpiug. ”

Atlanta Congressman in 
Sharp Exchanges—Two 
North Carolina Demo- 
crats Predict Measure 
Will Cause Trouble. 


Washington, July 8.—The house, 
by adopting, 235 to 59, today a spe- 
cial rule for immediate considera- 
tion of prohibition enforcement leg- 
islation, indicated sufficient votes to 
enact the measure without the 
twelve hours of general debate al- 
lotted members anxious to speak for 
and against its passage. 

But despite this big majority and 
rthe promise by Chairman Volkstead, 
of the judiciary committee, that ail 
of the time set aside might not be 
used, indications tonight were that 
a vote on the bill itself would not be 
reached this week. Every effort was 
made today by anti-prohibitionists 
to delay consideration by. claims of 
no quorum, demands for roll calls 
and by forcing the reading, word by 
word, of the printed text of the 
bill, 

All these attempts at delay were 
accepted with good grace by the 
majority, until Representative Sab-. 
bath, of Dllinois, and Representative 
Caldwell, of New York, both demo+/ 
crats, brought a protest from mem- 
bers who declared thay were endeav- 
oring by dilatory tactics to slow, up 
the proceedings. Less than two of 
the twelve hours for debate had been 
used when the house adjourned to 
resume consideration Thursday, to- 
morrow being calendar day. 

Pou Predicts Trouble. 

The debate on the resolution to 
make the bill in order was rather 
sharp. 

Chairman Campbell, of the rules 
committee, said it was thought wis 
to give more time for debate than 
usually allotted ordinary measures. 

Representative Pou, democrat, 
North Carolina, said the prohibition 
measure made “everything” a crime 
and that unless it was amended iu 
several important particulars 
“troubles would begin as soon as it 
went on the statute books.” 
~* Representative Cantrill, democrat, 
Kentucky, appealed to the anti-pro- 
hibitionists to be “game sports and 
give the drys a chance.” 

“I am in favor of making the bill 
rigid enough to satisfy every mem- 
ber of the Anti-Saloon league,” said 
he. 

. Upshaw in a Clash. 

Representative Laguardia, re- 
publican, New York, and Represen- 
tative Upshaw. democrat, Georgia, 
had a sharp exchange when the 
former said moonshiners of the 
south wanted the bill passed be-

New York, July 8.—Only “a gigan- 
tic military machine, equipped with 
machine guns and armored cars” 
and “imprisonment of their trusted 
leaders” can prevent the “full opera- 
tion of a republican government in 
Ireland,” Edward F. Dunne, former 
governor of IMinois, and one of 
three American delegates sent 
abroad by the Irish societies of 
America to intercede in behalf of 
Ireland at the peace conference, de- 
clared upon his arrival here today 
on the steamer La Savoie. With Mr. 
Dunne came Frank P. Walsh, an- 
other of the delegates, who issued a 
statement predicting early success 
of the Irish republic cause. 

American and Irish Flags. 

The two delegates, who were pre- 
ceded to the United States by sev~ 
eral weeks by Michael F. Ryan, the} 
third member of the were 
given an ciiaubtastle reception by a 
crowd of several hundred persons, 
when they débarked: The reception 
was attended by the waving of 
American and “Irish republic” flags 
and cheering for the delegates and / 
for Ireland.. The delegates drove 
immediately to the hotel where 
Eamonn De Valera, “president of 
the Irish-republic,” is stopping, and 
were received by him. Later they 
were Mr. De Valera’s guests at 


“We are satisfied’ that our mis- 
sion accomplished most, if not all, 
that we set out to achieve,” Mr. 
Dunne said. 

“The case of Ireland before the 
world’s peace conference was being 
deliberately ignored prior to our ar- 
rival in Paris, and was being treated 
by England with her usual uncon- 
cern and contempt. _ 

“Upon our insistence, however, 
that it must be considered, the 
American commission made repre- 
sentations to the British prime min- 
ister urging that it should receive 
prompt consideration. The British 
prime minister thereupon expressed 
a desire to meet us in conference, 
and pending the fixing of a date for 
this conference, gave us diplomatic 
passports to visit Ireland, expressing 
a desire that we should. visit all 
portions of that country, including 
Belfast. 

Stery ef English Atrocities. 

“We went to Ireland and thus 
were able to.give to President Wil- 
son, the American commission, and 
to the world, a true, unvarnished 
story of English atrocities and mili- 
tary misrule in Ireland. We com- 
pelled the castle authorities in Dub- 
lin and finally the whole English | 
and Irish press to take up and dis- 
cuss openly the scandal of military 
occupation and oppression. 

“We compelled them to admit that 
the right of trial by jury, the right 
of habeas corpus, and all the other 
safeguards usually thrown around a 
people in civilized countries had 
been overthrown in Ireland, and that 
British domination was sustained 
only by the presence of an enormous 
army. of occupation equipped with

Washington, July %.—President 
Wilson returning to Washington at 
midnight tonight aftér an absence 
of four months at the Paris peace 
conference told a throng of many 
thousand Washington citizens who 
greeted him at the Union station 
that he came home “confident that 
the people of the United States were 
for the league of nations.” The 
welcome he received hére, he said, 
was particularly pleasing because it 
was “immediate assurance” of his 
feeling. 

Despite the late hour of arrival 
due to delay in docking the presi- 
dential transport George Washing- 
ton at New York, a crowd estimatea 
by Major Puliman, chief of police, 
and other officials, at 100,000 at the 
station. It included District of Co- 
lumbia officials, members of con- 
gress and representatives of the 
army and navy. Immediately after 
the welcoming ceremonies, President 
and Mrs. Wilson went to the white 
house. As they passed down Penn- 
sylvania avenue they were weicomed 
by thousands and a large crowa 


greeted them in front of the white 
house, 


The President Responds. 

Responding to an address of wel- 
come from J. H, Ralston, head of 
the District citizens’ committee, the 
president said: 

“This very beautiful reception has 
taken me entirely by surprise. it is 
@ very gratifying surprise and it 
makes me very grateful to you all. 
The very generous words in which 
you have greeted me are especially 
gratifying to me. . 

“I came home confident that the 
people of the United States were 
for the league of nations, but to 
recetve this immediate assurance 
of it is particularly pleasing to me. 
It makes my home-coming puss 
that much the more delightfu 
have never been quite so eager to 
get home as I was this time, and 
everything have seen since I 
sighted lan mati now has made 
me gladder an «ll oe ngg that I a 
pena.

Wilson Waveéd at: Girls. 

At one point on Twefty-third 
street, opposite a iarge factory 
building, the windows of which were 
filled with girl workers, the presi- 
dent seized an American flag anda 
waved it vigorously in acknowledg- 
ment of the girls’ cheering. 

A couple of hundred automobiles, 
carryilng cabinet members, a con- 
gressional delegation and _ repre- 


sentatives of the state and civic gov- 


ernments, besides diplomatic rep- 
resentatives, of the allied nations, 
completed the procession. 

Several hours before the presi- 
dent’s arrival at Carnegie hall ev- 
ery seat in the building was occu- 
pied, and the police had considerable 
difficulty in keeping back the thou- 
sands who tried to force a way into 
the hall. :

Text of Wilson’s Address. 


Mr. Wilson was obviously under 
the strain of deep emotion when he 
began to speak, and his voice was 
noticeably hoarse. He said: 

“Bb ellow Countrymen: 

1 am not going to try this aft- 
ernoon to make you a real speech. 
{ am a bit alarmed to find how 
many speeches 1 have in my system 
undelivered, but they are ail speech- 
es that come from the mind ana 
I want to say to you this after- 
noon only a few :-words from the 
heart. 

“You have made me deeply happy 
by the generous welcome you have 
extended to me, but 1 do not believe 
that the welcome you extend to me 
is half as great as that which ! 
extend to you. Why, Jerseyman 
though 1 am, this is the first time 
| ever thought that Hoboken was 
beautiful. 

“I have really, though 1 have tried. 
on the other side or the water to 
conceal it, been the most homesick 
man in the American expeditionary 
force, and it is with feelings that it 
would be vain for me to try to ex- 
press that 1 find myself in this be- 
loved country again. 1 do not say 
that because | lack in admiration of 
other countries. :

U. S. Troeps in Demand, 


“And that, and nothing less than 
that, is what has happened. Wher- 
ever it was suggested that troops 
should be sent and it was desired 
that troops of occupation should ex- 
cite no projudice, no uneasiness on 
the part of those to whom they were 
sent, the men who represented the 
other nations came to me and ask +d 
me to send American soldiers. They 
not only implied, but they said, thr: 
the presence of American soldiers 
would be known not to mean any- 
thing except friendly protection and 
assistance. ;

If 
some of the appropriations bills had 
become kaw as they passed the 
house, many branches of the govern. 
ment would have been paralyzed.

For it must be said, in all sinceri- 
ty, that the republican party, so 
far as congress is concerned, is 
floundering about, apparently with- 
out aim or objective.

Their astorishment, 
however, did not keep them rrom 
getting to Work at once so that 
eager relatives could have the fet- 
ters for which they are always on 
the lookout as speedily as possible. 

Most of the sacks had to be trans- 
ferred to the Terminal station, and 
it took 12 trucks to perform the 
job.

The first train ror Chattanooga 
took 503 sacks, which will go trom 
there to the northern and western 
states. The bags marked for ala- 
bama, Florida and the other nearest 
neighbor states were opened in At- 
lanta and sent out by the most di- 
rect route. And the last bunch ot 
sacks went out at 6:50 o’clock on

The United States, since the es-

Dublin, Ga., July 8.—(Special.)— 
As a sequel to the shooting which 
took place in Laurens county Sun- 
day night, in which one white man 
was killed, another wounded and a 
negro wounded, supposedly fatally, 


all negroes near the nohe of Bob 
Ashely, the negro who was wounded, 
numbering about twenty in all, spent 
the night in the swamp close by be- 
cause a mob of white men was pre- 
paring, it was said, to “clean out 
the whole bunch.’ 

. Deputy Sheriff Clark,. who. went 
with physicians to visit Ashley early 
in the night, states he mét a num- 
ber of automobiles moving mys- 
tériously about the neighborhood 
and found out that violence was 
planned. He and the physician im- 
mediately informed the negroes and 
advised them to take to the swamp, 
which they did in just a few min- 
utes, stopping for neither coat, hat 
nor any other belongings.

Just before 
reaching cover, however, terror got 
the best of them and they dumped 
Ashley in a fence corner, entirely 
nude, and left him to his fate, while 
they hid in the swamp.

Organization Board. 


A board of organization is pro- 
vided for in the bill, consisting of 
the governor as chairman, the at- 
torney general, the superintendent 
of education and the secretary of the 
state board of health. These shall 
accept a suitable site after hearing 
bids from various communities on 
which to erect the necessary build- 
ings and which shall not contain 
less than 300 acres: The bill car- 
ries with it an appropriation of 
not more than $100,000 to meet the 
needs of organization and get the 
institution ready for opening. 

When organized the institution 
shall be under the direction of the 
state board of health who shall elect 
a physician skilled in the treat- 
ment of feeble-minded persons a5 
superintendent of the school. 

Provision is made in the bill for 


veral courses whereby feeble- 
cluded persons may be committed 
to the institution. An amendment, 
however, was adoptea granting the 
right of appeal to a jury in every 
case where a commitment is made. 

The point was brought out by Mr. 
Arnold, of Clay, in the course of the 
discussion that every state in the 
Union with the exception of five 
had already established such an in- 
stitution. Three of Georgia's neigh- 
bors, Tennessee, Alabama and Flor- 
ina, had preceded lgr in this benef- 
icient work. 

Speakers Favor Bill. 


Other speakers favoring the bill 
included Representatives Macintyre, 
of Thomas; Bush, of Mitchell; Bale. 
of Floyd; Quincy, of Coffee, and 
Alfriend, of Baldwin. The last 
named grew so earnest in his ad- 
voeacy of the Measure as to draw 4% 
round of applause from the gallery 
at the conclusion. 

The only speakers against the bill 
were Representatives Stewart, of 
Atkinson, and Knight, of Berrien. 
The first objected that the measure 
would give judges authority to send 
hundreds of negro misdemeanants 
to this institution and nave them 
cared for at the expense of the 
state, also that it was the entering 
wedge for new expenditures which 
might grow to millions of dollars.

In Sympathy With Purpose. 

Mr. Knight declared that he was

Convention Begins in At- 
lanta to Plan for Collec- 
tive Bargaining. 


The convention of Bell telephone 
employees of the southern states, 
which is meeting here to adopt con- 
stitution and by-laws and form a4 
permanent association for collective 
bargaining with the company, held 
its first session yesterday and 
elected E. T. Sheftall, of Clarksdale, 
Miss., temporary chairman and Miss 
Ruby Brewer, of Atlanta, temporary 
secretary. 

A letter from President Brown 
was read, welcoming the delegates 
and setting forth the attitude of the 
company officials toward the pro- 
posed association. 

Hunt Chipley Speaks. 

The rest of the morning was 
taken up with informal interchanges 
of views as tn +*~ objects and ~'an3 
of the organization. In the after- 
noon an address was made by Hunt 
Chipley, general counsel, who briefly 
discussed the structure of the tele- 
Phone industry, and the relations 
between the owners, the manage- 
ment, the employees and the public, 
and expressed the hope and belief 
that this association by collective 
consideration of matters affecting 
the employees would be enabled tu 
further the interests both of the 
workers and the company, and that 
this would be reflected in an im- 
proved service and a better satisfied 
public. 

The convention will assemble at 
10 o’clock today, when it is expected 
to elect permanent officers and be- 
gin the preparation of a constitu- 
tion. 

. President Brown’s Letter. 


A letter trom President J. Epps 
Brown, of the Southern Bell Tele- 
phone company, sets forth the fact 
that the convention of the com- 
pany’s employees for the purpose of 
organizing introduces a new era in 
the cordial relationship between 
the company and its employees that 
has existed for forty years. 

President Brown speaks of the 
vital interest the company has felt 
in the welfare of its employees, 
which has been evidenced by the 
voluntary action of the corporation 
in matters affecting wages and 
working conditions, and in the 
adoption of the Employees’ benefit 
plan. 

The fact that the company thor- 
oughly approved the suggestion to 
form the employees’ association is 
stated by President Brown, and the 
purpose of the convention to provide 
simple and effective machinery by 
which employees either collectively 
or individually may handle matters 
touching wages 1f°.d working condi- 
tions, is approve‘l. 

President Brown gegaid that the in- 
auguration of the employees’ asso- 
ciation would not change the pres- 
ent relationship between the man- 
agement and the employees, but 
would supplement and strengthen 
them. 

Drawing attention to the rights of 
individual protestants, whose rights, 
he said, must be conserved, Presi- 
dent Brown declared that the forma- 
tion of the association must not in- 
terfere in any way with the liberty 
of action of individual employees to 
continue his or her relationship with 
the company on an individual basis. 

Membership Voluntary. 

The membership in the associa- 
tion, according to President Brown's 
letter, must be entirely voluntary 
and that employees shall not be re- 
stricted in the right to join any as. 
sociation or organization chosen. 

Declaring the success of the com- 
pany to be prerequisite to the suc- 
cess of the employee, Mr. Brown 
further states that the obligation of 
the company to the public and to 
the owners and to the employees 
imposes a three-fold responsibility 
upon the management. The public 
has a right to_ receive efficient 
service; the employees the right to 
fair and adequate wages and good 
working conditions, and the owners 
should receive a reasonable return 
upon their investment. 

‘The primary object of this eon. 
ventiom” concludes Mr. Brown, “jg 
-to formulate plans for an associa. 
tion for employees, the underlying 
purpose of which will be to promote 
the welfare of its members; to en. 
courage mutual understanding, eo. 
operation and unity of interest he. 
tween the employees and the com- 
pany, and to provide the means 
whereby the friendly relationship 
which has existed in the past 
be continued and strengthened.” 
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National Legislation Pro- 
moting Development of 
Power, Navigation and 
Flood Control Urged. 


Following addresses Tuesday aft- 
ernoon by R. T. Jeffery, member of 
the hydro-electric power commis- 
sion, Of Ontario, Canada, and H. R. 
DeJarnette, who spoke on the anti- 
quated tax law now in effect in 
Georgia, the election of officers for 
the ensuing year brought to a close 
the convention of the Georgia 
League of Municipalities which 
opened Tuesday morning at the 
Capital City club. 

All the officers were re-elected 
and Mayor Key was elected vice 
president to fill-this newly created 
office. The officials re-elected were 
W. M. Tift, mayor of Albany, presi- 
dent, and J. P. Jones, former city 
commissioner, of Rome, secretary 
and treasurer. : 


J. R. Brumby, of Marietta, and 
udge D. L. Parmer, mayor of Co- 
lumbus, were elected members of 
the executive committee, and a leg- 
islative committee was appointed 
consisting of City Attorney James LL. 
Mayson, J. R. Jones, City Attorney 
Archibald Blackshear, of Augusta: 
John J. Eagan, of Atlanta, and May- 
or Murry Stewart, of Savannah. 

Resolutions Adopted. 

Two resolutions were adopted by 
the convention. The first, introduced 
by City Commissioner Vandiver, of 


Rome, provided that the league go 
on record as favoring the passage of 
national legislation promoting devel- 
opment of power, navigation and 
flood control and that Georgia sena- 
tors and representatives be peti- 
tioned to further this object. 

The second resolution was pre- 
sented by City Attorney Blackshear, 
of Augusta. It provided that the 
league request the general assembly 
of Georgia to enact legislation 
which would permit municipalities 
of the state to own their public 
utilities and to co-operate in their 
management in a manner similar to 
the system in force in the province 
of Ontario, Canada. 

In his talk to the members of the 
league Mr. Jeffery was emphatic in 
his statement that politics and a 
successful commission can never go 
together. He was armed with a 
wealth of interesting’ statistics 
which he presented to members of 
the league in outlining the history 
of successful public ownership of 
utilities in Ontario, 


365.000 Horse Power. 


He said that Ontario has actually 
developed 365,000-horsepower of 
electricity and she has under con- 
templation 1,950,000. The hydro- 
electric commission of Ontario, he 
told the league, started in 1910 with 
a $3,750,000 investment, which they 
have increased to $65,000,000, and 
that in the face of a cut in rates 
since 1912 of about 60 per cent, the 
rates at that time being practically 
the same as those in Atlanta. 

The commission in Ontario not 
only supplies the larger cities, but 
the small villages and hamlets as 
well, continued Mr. Jeffery, who 
said that hamlets of less than 100 
population are sold current for 
a third less than consumers in At- 
lanta are charged. 

At the morning session Governor 
Dorsey welcomed the delegates in 
the name of the state. He was fol- 
lowed by three speakers who took 
up the topic of hydro-electric de- 
velopment from varying standpoints. 

These were J. P. Jones, of Rome, 
secretary and treasurer of the 
league; Captain T. E. Grafton, of 
Rome, who spoke in place of B. M. 
Hall, the well-known Atlanta en- 
gineer, who had been scheduled for 
an address, and Marion M. Jackson. 

At 1 o’clock Mayor Key was host 
to the visiting delegates at a lunch- 
eon at the Capital City club. 


Jones Makes Address. 


Mr. Jones, who was one of the 
organizers and first officials of the 
eague, summarized the  circum- 
Stances surrounding the origin of 
the organization, which had as its 
primary object the combating of a 
bill then pending in the general as- 
sembly seeking to limit civic rights 
as to municipal ownership of oublie 
utilities, 

Marion M. Jackson spoke on the 
topic of “The Experiences of Forty- 
Five Municipalities.” He called at- 
tention to the differences in rates 
between cities where private owner- 
Ship obtains and in those where 
municipal ownership has been 
established. 

He maintained that the higher 
rates prevailing in Atlanta, as well 
as the failure of the state to de- 
velop its potential power, were due 
to the fact that municipal ownership 
had made little progress in Georgia. 

The league will meet in Atlanta 
again next July unless the xecu- 
tive committee should decide to se- 
lect some other city.

e _ George's speech 
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Economic Disorganiza- 
_ tion in Europe Said to 
' Be Intenser Than Is 
Commonly Realized. 


By Dr. E. J. Dillon. . 
(Copyright, 1919, in Europe by The 


Paris, July 8 —Premier Lloyd- 
in the house of 
commons is arousing the keenest in- 
terest in France, owing to his cryp- 
tic statement about the military oc- 
cupation of Rhineland. A section of 
the Paris press conjectures the ex- 
istence of an oral convention be- 
tween Mr. Lloyd-George, Premier 
Clemenceau and President Wilson, 
for the length of occupation, analo- 
gous to the understanding al- 
leged to have been concluded 
between Mr. Wilson and Liloyd- 
George, by which the former 
kept the Irish problem out of the 
peace conference on the condition 
that the latter promised to bring 
about a speedy parliamentary set- 
tlement. Some of the French jour- 
nals demand a frank statement on 
the subject to the government. 
Before the Germans signed the 
peace, views were undoubtedly ex- 
changed between the unofficial rep- 
resentatives of the allied powers 
and Germany. I was creditably in- 
formed at the time that the Prince 
Ysenburg, residing at The Hague, 
was one link between the govern- 
ments; also, that the German en- 
voys received the ‘informal as- 
surance that France would be in- 
duced to shorten the duration of 
military occupation, provided that 
the Germans display intention to 
discharge their treaty obligation, 


likewise the harshness of certain 

conditions would be mitigated and 
Germany's admission to the league 
of nations secured in a relatively 
brief period. These assurances, 
which were sought for by prominent 
members of the Catholic center par- 
ty, are said to have made a deep 
impression. 

The allied powers already have 
received an adequate motive for 
raising the question of Germany’s 
membership in the league of nations 
from the Swiss republic, whose po- 
litical. chief, Dr. Calonder, in a 
speech at Berne on July 2, de- 
clared that Switzerland, even after 
entering the league, might consider 
the propriety of quitting it again 
unless Germany were received in 
the near future. Statesmen who 
contemplate the situation from a 
realist viewpoint agree with me 
that Germany will not again or- 
ganize a premeditated attack 
against France, and the Franco- 
Anglo-American military convention 
will never be applied to. What is 
incomparably more probable is that 
Germany, if she ever contemplated 
aggression, would direct it against 
Poland, who, although France's 
principal mainstay, is not guaran- 
teed by the treaty. 

The Swiss press complains of the 
refusal of the French government 
to allow the importation in peace 
times of Swiss merchandise unless 
previously examined and approved 
by special French commissioners in 
Switzerland; further that the French 
government is hindering the jour- 
ney of Swiss investigators, finan- 
ciers and heads of industrial firms 
to the United States. Despite the 
agreement with Washington, they 
are forbidden by the French author- 
ities not only to cross Germany to 
Amsterdam, but even to traverse 
France, 

The Journla De Geneve writes 
that if Switzerland ‘struggled for 
years against German commercial 
ascendancy, it was not “going to 
submit to vexatious humiliations in- 
flicted by a government which sur- 
renders the finest traditions of the 
French nation.” 

Germany’s main hope for the fu- 
ture lies in taking the lead in the 
economic reform movement in Eu- 
rope, securing membership in the 
league of nations, getting the Ver- 
sailles treaty revised and reorgan- 
— the backward countries of the 
east. 

The economic disorganization in 
Europe is intenser and.more wide- 
spread than commonly realized. 
Most observers confine their atten- 
tion to the striking miners or metal 
workers in France and-Great Brit- 
tain, whereas these phenomena are 
not confined to any one of the two 
countries, but are European. Iam 
convinced the root of the morbid 
situation is psychological. The 
belligerent peoples, jaded, disillu- 
sioned and weaned from habits of 
work and thrift, intoxicated by rev- 
olutionary ideas, are disgusted with 
normal conditions, hence the irra- 
tional strikes now economic, now 
political, are followed by a fall in 
production, rise in prices and de- 
preciation of money. British for- 
eigntrade is running greater dan- 
gers than at present are apparent. 
Eminent English merchants assume 
that they apprehend American coal 
will imported to Liverpool and 
South America during the coming 
winter, when the dockers will re- 
fuse to unload it. 

American steel is successfully 
competing with the English prod- 
uct, not merely in continental mar- 

- kets, but in those of Great Britain, 
itself. It has ceme to my knowl- 
edge that Norwegian firms are nego- 
ating with the Polesfor supplies of 
coal from Silesia, which although 

? Somewhat inferior to British coal, 


= 


is adequate for the Norwegians’ 
purposes. When asked why: they 
abandon Welsh coal, the Norwegians 
answer that the high wages and 
shorter hours in Wales have in- 
creased prices ¢normously, and 
made delivery wholly’ uncertain. 
Belgian firms, unable to obtain raw 
materials at reasonable prices from 
Great Britain, are anxiously await- 
ing an opportunity to purchase from 
Germany. 

Whether the Germans will prove 
an exception to the gule and work 
as diligently as rmerly, time 
alone will tell. Meanwhile the 
economic situation in Europe is de- 
cidedly disquieting.

According to C. F. von Herrmann, 
Atlanta’s weather man, the “weather 
train” is running many degrees 
“late,” and he is of the opinion 
that the mercury will not spurt up- 


ward enough to make good the def- 
icit. Only twice in the history of 
Atlanta has the thermometer suc- 
ceeded in breaking the line around 
the century mark. 

The mildness of the summer {fs 
proven in the records contained at 
the weather bureau, when they are 
contrasted with other years. July, 
1877, boasted a mean maximum of 
81.8. Ten years later, the coolest 
July in the city’s history was ex- 
saplenoed. the average for the month 
being only 75.4 degrees. 
Atlanta is not subject to hot spells 

long duration. The hottest 
weather of three days’ duration 
came in July, 1879, when a mean 
maximum of 88 degrees was main- 
tained. The highest temperature 
reached during the hot spell was 
97 degrees, recorded on all three 
days. | 

The coolest July days occurred in 
1892, when the maximum the indi- 
cator reached was 64 degrees. The 
coal man became popular overnight, 
and the ice dealers felt the pinch of 
hard times. 

Mr. von Herrmann told Tuesday 
of a few hot places. According to 
the weather prophet, Mammoth 
Tank, California, is the hottest place 
in the’ United States, as 130 degrees 
in the shade is not an unusual oc- 
currence there. Only one place in 
the country experienced weather 
above the century mark Tuesday— 
Phoenix, Arizona. The average tem- 
perature for the latter city is 102 
decrees, during the summer months. 

Buffalo. enjoyed the distinction of 
being the coldest place in the United 
States Tuesday, when a maximum of 
72 points was reached during the 
afternoon,

against the Mexican government to 
present their claims through the 
claims commission at Mexico City 
instead of through the state depart- 
ment. It was stated today by a 
high official of the department that 
the department has not advised any- 
body to present their claims agains. 
Mexico through this medium and 
has not changed its announcement 
of more than six months ago urg- 


ing Americans to present their 
claims against Mexico to the state 
department. 

The recent advertisements direct- 
ed American claimants to consult 
“the financial agent of the Mexican 
government” giving a New York ad-

And they urge ali, who 
have claims to make application for 
damages sustained to the commis-‘ 
sion whose activities are arbitrari- 
ly limited to the following classes 
of claims: ) 

1, For damages caused by revolu- 
tionary forces recognized by the 
government: established after the 
triumph of the revolution. 

2. For damages caused by the gov- 
ernment forces in the campaign 
against the rebels. 

3. For damages caused by forces 
of the so-called federal army unti 
its dissolution:

BRITAIN OUTLAWS 
SINN FEIN BODIES 
FROM TIPPERARY 


New York, July 8.—A copy of the 
memorandum setting forth alleged 
conditions in Tippetary county, Ire- 
land, issued yesterday at Dublin by 
the chief secretary for Ireland, in 


outlawing all Sinn. Fein organiza- 
tions and Irish volunteers from 
Tipperary county, has been received 
here from British sonrees in: Lon- 
don. The issuance of the memofan- 
dum was announced in last night’s 
cable dispatches. 

The memorandum recites a series 
of lawless acts reported to British 
peace officers, and quotes from two 
documents said to have been seized 
hy British authorities in Ireland. 

Quotations given from these two 
documents deal with an alleged 
“boycott” of police and measures to 
be taken against them, 

Sinn Fein Proclamation. 


Copies of a Sinn Fein proclama- 
tion seized by the police in Tipper- 
ary, were said to have declared the 
south riding of Tipperary to be a 
military area and proclaimed five 
regulations. These regulations 
summarized were: 

That a policeman found [fn that 


area “will be deemed to have for- 
-feiteds his life, the more notorious 
_ police being dealt with as far as 
; possible first. 

“Every person in the pay of Eng- 
land (magistrates, jurors, etc.), who 
helps England to rule this country 
will be deemed to have forfeited 
his life; civilians giving informa- 
tion to the police or soldiers, if 
convicted will be executed, i. e., 
shot or hanged,” police doctors and 
prison officials connected with the 
“drugging of any Irish citizen” to 
obtain information “may be hanged 
or drowned or shot on sight,” and 
finally “every citizen must assist 
when required in enabling us to 
perform our duty.” 

The other document was described 
as a manuscript found on J. A. 
3urke, a Sinn Fein member of par- 
liament, when he was arrested near 
Thurles last February addressing a 
public meeting.

This was 
the only secret testimony taken at 
the public inquiry which ended June 
17, but a private session was held 
on June 18 at which Solicitor Gen- 
eral Smith represented the board 
of trade, and Butler Aspinwall ap- 
peared for the Cunard company. 
Captain Turner attended the meet- 
ing. What ‘transpired at this sit- 
ting has never been made public.

U.S. RAIL OPERATION 
URGED BY EASTMAN 


Washington, July 8.—Better re- 
sults in transportation can be ob- 
tained by maintaining and improv- 
ing federal operation than by re- 
turning “to the old methods in 
whatever guise,” Joseph D. East- 
man, member of the interstate com- 
merce commission, declared today in 
a communication to the senate in- 
terstate commerce committee. He 
was not a member of the commis- 
sion when the commission’s views 
on the railroad situation were giv- 
en the committee last winter. 

Mr. Eastman dé@clared federal 
control of the roads should continue 
80 as to ensure necessary capital 
at low cost; to avoid unduly high 
rates; to solve the problem of the 
“weak” roads; to obtain the operat- 
ing advantages which come from 
unification, and fo promote right 
relations with labor. 

“Summing up the situation,” he 
said, “there are grounds for criti- 
cism of operation and policy since 
the beginning of federal control. 
Most of these were products of the 
times in -which we have been living 
and could not have been avoided. 
For stdme the railroad administra. 
tion may properly be held responsi- 
ble. But none of them justiftes the 
conclusion that nationa! operation 
is unsound or that it ought to be 
abandoned.” 

Guaranty of dividends was op- 
posed by Mr. Eastman as a “mon- 
grel and unsatisfactory arrange- 
ment,” which would impair private 
initiative. 

“As for raising rates,” the com- 
missioner continued, in discussing 
the needs of the results for capital, 
“there never was a time when con- 
servatism was more desirable. In- 
creases in freight rates have results 
more far-reaching than many real- 
ize, affecting as they do the price 
both of the raw material and of 
the finished product. 


“Coming to the labor problem, the‘ 


fact that further raising of rates 
could more easily be avoided under 
national operation would, in itself, 
make the labor situation less diffi- 
cult, for advances in rates and 
wages are apt to go hand in hand, 
But I also believe that the govern- 
ment can deal with the problem 
with a stronger and surer hand 
than private operators and, under 
present conditions, more easily se- 
cure co-operation.”

“BELFAST WINGS” WON , 
WAR, SAID FRENCH 


Old-Time Methods Used 
in the Preparation Add 


Greatly to Cost of Fin- 
ished Goods.

London, July 7—(Special.)—Be- 
fore the war cotton had nearly 
beaten linen out of the world’s 
markets. It seemed that the fiber- 
plant which had been cultivated for 
5,000 years in Egypt and Meso- 
potamia, which furnished sails ana 
cordage for prehistoric shipbuild- 
ers in Europe, and made the ropes 
which hauled the giant stones of 
the Pyramids and Stonehenge into 
position wouli speedily become a 
museum curiosity. In 1800 every 

/ country gentleman wore a linen 
shirt with ruffles made from fine 
lawn at a guinea a yard; in 1900 
millionaires thought cotton good | 
enough. 

Ana then the war and the aere- 
plane changed the fate of linen. In 
1918 Lord French said that “the 
war in the air had been wen on 
Belfast wings,” and that was true, 
for all: British planes had _ their 
wings covered with Belfast linen. 

There were people who thought 
that cotton might be good enough. 
There were pessimists who argueu 
that now the produce of Russia's 
4,000,000,000 acres of flax were bot- 
tled up 'n Russia and Belgium's | 
60,000 tons of fiber not even sown, 
cotton must be made good enough. 
For Britain’s linen mills had fed 
almost entirely upon imported 
fiber. Together with Ireland she 
devoted only 50,000 acres to flax- 
growing in 1914, and the navy and 
army demanded linen thread and 
linen for all kinds of purposes. 
New aeroplanes were needed by the 
thousand. And in thousands, too, 
they were destroyed and their Bel- 
fast wings scrapped. 

I remember that at this time there 
was a rumor in the United States 
that Great Britain had “cornered” 
flax. That was not true. She had 
flax when no oneselse, Dut Germany 
had it (and Germany was running 
very short) because she had made 
immense efforts to revive an agri- 
cultural industry as good as dead, 
She was turning back in the begin- 
ning.of the twentieth century to an 
industry whose earfy ‘stages are 
still as. primitive \as in the time 
before the Pharoahs, and wnen she 
was already teeling the pinch for 
food and the shrinkage of labor pow- 
er she succeeded in trebling and 
more than trebling her acreage of 
acrop greedy for seasonal labor fur 
which machinery cwuld not be sub- 
stituted. Something of the kind had 
happened after the cotton famine 
of 1864, but that was only a ques- 
tion of privation, not of nationai 
danger. In 1917 cotton’s rival. was 
not grown, for handkKerchiets, ta- 
blecloths, shirt collars, women’s 
clothing, but as a munition of war.

Is this then the death-day of cot- 
ton’s rival, after the brief spurt of 
feverish life fanned by the war? 

The world shortage of textiles will 
allow cotton-growing countries like 
America to view this question quite 
impartially.. Cotton can afford to, 
let dearer’ and more durable fipers 
have their own~-‘place in a world 
where clothing is almost as diffi- 
cult to procure as food. it has peen 
said tha cotton is a “black man’s 
cloth,” and as” such inevitably 
cheaper than linen and ‘certain to 
drive linen out of existence. JLhis 
is true if the only difference be- 
tween white and black labor is its 
price, but Americans know, it. wng- 
lishmen @o not, that cheap labor 
is often an extravagance comparea 
with dead labor eo-operating with 
machinery. What makes linen cloth 
dear? Not the high-paid labor em- 
peered on its spinning and weaving.

| of those wards any more desirous of good streets and good schools, 
‘than the women of the other wards, and are the women of these wards 
any better housekeepers than those of other wards? 
The reason why these questions are asked is because the women 
of these wards are in registration and are preparing to vote 
in the forthcoming White primary, through which they will have a voice 
in the general conduct of city affairs, which consist so largely of the 
administration of schools, sanitation, public health and all that com- 
cerns the general welfare of the community. | 

When the privilege was given to women to register in the forth- 
coming white primary, a committee of Atlanta’s leading women organ- 
ized into the central committee of women citizens, their purpose 
to get the message of experimental citizenship to all the women of the 
community. : : 

Ward committees were appointed who in turn appointed sub-com- 
mittees so that in time every woman in the community could be reached, 
through the house to house canvass. Through this method women 
visited were given all the information they desired about registerring 
and voting. It was Clearly set forth that the registration for women was 
open every day in the courthouse from 9 until 5 o’clock, and that the 
registration would continue until August 5, when the date would be 
announced for the general primary election. 

Certain wards have had rally days for the women and many have 
gone in groups to register. There have been meetings addressed by 
leading women, who talked of the advantages of women as citizens, and 
speakers have gone to every ward to which they have been invited. 
Now, with only a month left in which to vote, registration shows that 
the women of the Highth ward have registered far beyond the quota 
which it was calculated that ward would register, the quota based on 
the registration of the men of that ward in the last,election. They have 
come eazly in the day to do their duty, and the same woman has been 
known to bring many women to vote after she had done so herself. 

The Ninth ward comes second in the honors of registration, and 
it is up to the other eight ward leaders, and their committees, to recan- 
vass their wards and districts and to stir the women to register now. 
The more women who register within the next few days, the more general 
interest will be cronsed which will smoke out even the corscientious 
objeetors before August 5. 

If there is any woman whose duties are so pressing that she cannot 
reach the courthouse easily, if she will notify her ward leader, or the 
headquarters of the central committee, 216 Arcade building, arrange- 
ments, will be made to have her motored to the courthouse, for the five 
minutes it will take her to register. No questions are asked, except the 
one: “Are you of age?” A fee of a dollar is required. 

No woman is asked what her age is, nor is she asked what her 
politics are, or whether she is a suffragist or anti-suffragist, because 
nobody cares about that. The purpose of the central committee is to 
give every intelligent white woman of voting age in the city the right to 
register as an individual and a patriotic citizen. 

Whatever may be her desire after she has the message of registra- 
tion, she canriot say, if she lives in Atlanta, that she has not been 
given the chance that is the right of every living white citizen—that to 
register and to vote. 

There is not a ward in the city which does not need improvement 
or betterment of some kind. If the improvements are not in the matter 
of streets, or sanitation, or public health facilities, then it is for 
schools, for lights, or something related to public recreation or the city 
beautiful plan. 3 

No matter how “ward satisfied” a woman may feel or how smooth 
the street is in front of her house, or how well ventilated she thinks 
the schoolhouse is, she would find still there are improvements needed 
and that her vote could help secure them. 

Again let those modest women who are s0 willing to let the next 
door neighbor woman do the voting, or the good man of the house do 
the voting, that one good vote put in the ballot box counts far more than 
her confidence in what her neighbor can do, or what her husband's 
vote means. It might be that just her vote is needed to complete the

Pitching differs from throwing. 
Yet in throwing either from the in- 


field or outtield, the principle is the 
same with the exception that the 


pitcher can take time to adjust his 
stance, study his target and plan 
in advance just what he will do with 
the ball. 

The first thing for a Boy to do, 
after he has decided that he will 
attempt to become a pitcher is to 
study the swing of tlie body with 
the arm. Throwing. with the arm 
alone, “flat footed” throwing as it 
was done in the old days, is entirely 
out of fashion and essentially 
wrong. The player who atempts to 
pitch with arm alone is doomed be- 
fore he starts. 

The pitcher should try first of ail, 
to co-ordinate the swing of the arm 
with the movement of the body. 
Practice stepping, one step first in 
one direction, then the other, just 
as the body and arm swing, making 
the finish of the step come in chorus 


with the last drive of the arm. At 
first it is advisable to use only easy 
movements and to throw slow balls. 
Later the pitcher must practice 
“hooking” with his wrist and ftore- 
arm at the instant prior to releas- 
ing the ball from his hand. 

The step is all important. The 
foot position on the slab must be 
considered. The rules prescribe the 
stance of the pitcher, but a pitcher 
is given some latitude in his stance. 
Be sure, before ever attempting to 
pitch off a slab, to make a hole for 
the foot which is used ag a pivot. 
Be sure that this hole ig not deep 
enough to cause the twist of an an- 
kle, but deep enotgh to insure a 
heAvy brace back of the foot tn 
stepping forward. Measure the 
proper length of your stride. The 
long armed, overhand, curve ball 
pitcher must stride further than 
others and the length of the stride 
practically is the same as the length 
of the arm. The short arm, “hook” 
ball pitchers need less motion than 
the long armed fellows. As a rule, 
however, the longer the Swing the 
better the pitcher. Strive for ease 
of movement. If a Man can, through 
practice. make his step, his body 
swing and his arm motion co-ordi- 
nate, he can get the greatest amount 
of speed with the least exertion. Vo 
not think that the body swing will 
hurt control, it does not. The men 
with the st control are those who 
pitch with the greatest ease and 
those who achieve the greatest ease 
do it making every MoOVe come in 
unison.

It 
is useless to tell anyone who knows 
Rickard that he is too clean to be 
a party to things that are dark and 
tricks that are vain. He went to 
Toledo practically a complete | 
stranger to all the city. He 
to promote a Herculean task. 
‘He risked a clean quarter of mil- 
fion of dollars before he saw a chance 
to take one in. He astonished the 
people of Maumee bay by his com-.

6 older 
armored cruisers, 8 modern and 10 
older smaller cruisers, 7 gunboats, 
3 river. gunboats, 49 destroyers. 21: 
large and 41 small torpedo boats, 
28 mine sweepers, 9 auxiliary cruis- 
ers, 122 trawlers and auxiliary ves- 
sels, 199-submarines: 82 U-boats 
were lost in the North sea, or At- 
lantic; 8 in the Baltic, 72 off the 
coast of Flanders, 16 in the Medi- 
terranean and 5 in the Black sea. 
Fourteen were blown up by their 
owh crews and 7 interned in neu- 
tral harbors.

In one respect it must be admitted that these are new times. Be 
cause of the very large war tax payments that would have to be made 
many holders of stocks with profits are steadfastly holding on. 
reluctance to turn profits over to the government reduces the flowing 
supply of stocks and thus makes it much easier for the managers of 
pools to mark up prices. 

Many holders of stocks are hoping that a change in the tax 
program -at Washington will enable them to realize on the paper 
profits which have been increasing for the past five months. This 
change might be effected either by reducing the expenses of the gov- 
ernment or by raising part of the funds needed through a protective 
tariff. Much interest is being displayed by Wall street in tomorrow's 
government crop report. That statement will report on wheat, corn 
and oats.

‘ Canadian Bonds Offered. 

A great deal of interest was displayed in investment circles today 
to the offering of $75,000,000 new bonds of the Canadian government.

August 1. Of the old issue $25,000,000 are now held in Canada. It 
was generally expected that the new bonds would be offered on less 
attractive terms to the investor than those named today. The return, 
however, merely reflects money market conditions. 

The copper producers committee which had in charge the disposal 
of the government's stocks of 100,000,000 pounds of copper, is under- 
stood to have closed out its holdings and settled with the government 
on the basis of the monthly average price compiled by The Engineering 
and Mining Journal. Fifteen months were allowed for liquidating these 
supplies, but it did not require that length of time. Incidentally. now 
that copper has touched 20 cents a pound, the copper people them- 
selves will not be in the position of having to share profits with the 
overnment.

“We could not reckon upon Bel- 
gian resistance with certainty, but 
the role of the fourth army was de- 
termined with sufficient elasticity 
to allow it to second any possible 
Belgian effort. It is absurd to as- 
sert that the general staff had 
never foreseen an invasion 
through Belgium. It did not know 
exactly what our enemies intended 
to do, but it had a sharp watch 
kept on all concentrations out- 
lined before Liege. 

“As regards Briey, it is certain 
that our plans left this region out- 
side the zone protected by the cov- 
ering armies. The general staff 
wus aware of its importance and 
wealth, but all this region was un- 
der the guns of Metz, and to ad- 
vance our covering forces on that 
side would have been risking its 
being crushed by a sudden German 
attack. We abandoned Briey re- 
luctantly, but we could not do 
otherwise, for you cannot comcen- 
trate under enemy fire. 

“The general staff conceived a 
grand opération, the ‘object of 
which was to attack the enemy 
with all our forces assembled on 
an immense chessboard. In this op- 
eration, Briey was but an insignifi- 
cant thing. Its fate was bound up 
with our general success. It was 
lost because we lost the battle of 
the frontiers on August 21. The 
loss of this great battle was due 
to the fact that the best units of 
the Germany. army fell upon the 
weak ‘point Of our front. On the 
French side, there were short- 
comings. During the war I had to 
take measures against men, some 
of whom were my best friends. I 
deplore it and still grieve over it, 
but I accomplished without weak- 
ness what I thought to be my 
duty.” 

Finally Marshal Joffre explained 
the principal maneuvers which led 
to the battle of the Marne. In this 
battle the investing of Metz, which 
was an essential conditon to the re- 
covery of Briey, could not be con- 
templated. The battle was won 
and the front was afterwards ex- 
tended northward, but the French 
had to sacrifice Briey. 
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American Government 
Must Act in Affairs 
Entirely Impersonal

Paris, July 8.—A summary made 

by the French government of the 


various acts and conditions the per- 
formance of which, it is said, is re- 
quired by. the peace treaty, shows 
how closely the American govern- 
ment is to be identified with Eu- 
rope for the next fifteen years or 
longer. Starting with the creation 
of the international commission for 
the military occupation of upper 
Silesia for the plebescite, in which 
the United States, Great Britain, 
France and Italy will be represent- 
ed, the summary includes twenty- 
eight specific occasions upon which 
the American government will be 
called upon to act in affairs which 
do not concern her personally. 
The reparative commission is to 
be set when the treaty is ratified 
calling for the intervention of 
America in European affairs with- 
out fixed date, includes commis- 
sions dealimg with Danzig, Heligo- 
land, the military control of Ger- 
many, the trial of the former 
kaiser and his extradition, the fu- 
ture of the Rheinish territories, the 
repatriation of prisoners and the 
distribution of railway material. 
Within fifteen days the allied 
representatives, including America, 


are to take up the Schleswig-Ger- 
mano-Belgian frontier, the Saar 
basin, the Polish-Szecho boundary 
and several other similar questions, 


all of which are unsettled in the 
treaty. 

Within two months the question 
of admission to the league of na- 
tions comes up. 

Within three months there will 
be a court of arbitration in eco- 
nomic disputes, as well as other 
problems. 

Within five years there will be 
a general convention of ports and 
waterways. 

Ten years Wence will come the 
question of the evacuation of the 
Coblenz region, and in fifteen years 
the plebescite for the Saar basin 
and the definite settlement of the 
question of the Rhine’s occupation.

Jerusalem, June 23.—(Special.)— 
The journey to Jerusalem over the 
new Palestine military railway be- 
gins at Kantara East, on the Suez 
canal, and ends in a hot tub bath. 

Strictly speaking, it begins sev- 
eral days before one reaches. Kan- 
tara East. Two or three years from 
now, a civilian may be able to buy 
a ticket to Jerusalem at Bah el 
Hadid station in Cairo (or at Thom- 
as Cook's anywhere, so far as that 
matters), just as @ civilian buys a 
ticket to Oshkosh atthe Northwest- 
ern station in Chicago. But today; 
buying a ticket to Jerusalem in- 
volves permits. 

For the Palestine military rail- 
‘way is operated by and for the 
Egyptian expeditionary force of: 
the British army, and: Palestine is 
governed pro tempore by. the occu- 
pied enemy territorial administra- 
tion (the lady that’s known as 
Oeta), of the Egyptian expeditionary, 
forces. The railroad is still under 
military operation, and the country 
is still under military occupation. 
The fact that civilian traffic is 
permitted at all is a favor on the 
part of the military authorities. 

Strictly speaking, the journey to 
Jerusalem over the Palestine mili- 
tary railway begins on the fourth 
floor of the Savoy ‘hotel, Kasr-el- 
Nil street, Cairo, where lives the 
linguistical lady that’s known as 


e | Oeta (pronounced O-we-ta). 


Oeta, among other things, attends 
to civilian traffic over the military 
railway, and since there is first- 
class accommodation for only six 
passengers on the Kantara-Haifa 
trains, Oeta telle you in any lan- 
guage you happen to use when she 
ean take caré of you—provided, of 
course, that the permit office will 
let you go. I went to Oeta ona Sat- 
uday with a request to be permitted 
to go to Jerusalem by Sunday’s 
train.

In the present state of the EgyD- 
tian hate raitways, due to the Egyp- 
tian unrest, one reaches. Kantara at 
2 p. m. to wait at Kantara East, the 
terminus of the Palestine military 
railway, until 11:30 p. m. fo the 
Haifa train which connect for 
Jerusalem at Ludd. 

Edge of the Desert. 


Kantara was the base of the 
Egyptian expeditionary force dur- 
ing the war and the grearest army 
depot in the world. It straddles -the 
Suez canal, on the west bank filling 
the sandy space between the reedy 
fringes of Lake Manzaleh and the 
eanal bank, and on the east bank | 
covering square miles of the yetlow 
sands of the Sinai desert. Before 
the war, it was an Egyptian gov- 
ernment quarantine station and con- 
sisted of a couple of white cubical 
buildings with sun-bleached pink 
trimmings. At the time the armis- 
tice was signed, it was a city of 
sand and canvas with an exclusively 
military population of 113,000, - 
mobilization has now decreased its 
population by more than half, but it 
is still a military area. A civilian, 
from the time he reaches Kantara 
at 2 p. m. until he leaves Kantara 
Bast at 11:30 p. m., is rarely out 
from under the eye of a military

With nightfall, Kantara East be- 
comes the quietest place in the 
world.

The ligths are few and: far 
apart, save for the big desert stars 
and the tall glow of a distant ship 
creeping through the canal with a 
searchlight on its’bow. What does 
the Suez canal look like by moon- 
light? Well; a careful and consci- 
entious canvass of the half dozen 
of us who finally: sliped away to 
have a look at it, eonduces to the 
opinion that it looks about like the 
Suez canal.

The Haifa train comes alonggide 


platform 2 about 10 o’clock and at 
the same time the window of the 
little ticket office is opened and a 
kerosene lamp is lit within. The 
four or five of us who had been 
waiting for itto open, dropped down 
offthe cinder platforms and walk- 

across to it, We-stood- in front of 
the window, confronting the rail- 
way transport officer and a corporal 
within, and the moonlit stillness of 
the night made us speak in low 
tones, as if we were a band of 
conspirators. Here we received our 
military movement orders and our 
civilian’s tickets. The first-class 
fare from Kantara East to Jerusa- 
lem, including sleeper, is 260 pias- 
ters ($13). 

The train accommodation was of 
the plainest. The coaches are old 
Egyption state railway’s rolling 
stock, frequently with a British loco- 
motive. A first-class fare admits one 
to a wooden corridor car, laden.with 
the scent of some skunk-like disin- 
-fectant and fitted with small wooden 
cabins each containing an upper. and 
lower bunk and nothing élse. Mes- 
sieurs the voyagers supply their 
own bedding. 

It would be interesting to know 
where the Palestine military railway 
has discovered a disinfectant with 
such an utterly successful smell, and 
why, out of all the known smells, it 
has picked upon this particular 
smell. I caught one whiff of it and 
went to bed at once with my door 
and window wide opéfi. The result 
was that when I woke to find the 
train speeding across the Sinai 
desert, I was coated with sand and’ 
the broad shaft of moonlight that 
entered my cabin was gray with its 
burden of sand, 

The Correct Way. 

There is a correct and an incor-, 
rect way to do almost anything’ on 
earth. e correct way to cross the 
Sinai desert by the Palestine mili- 
tary railway is to equip yourself in 
advance with sealing wax, rags and 
a tank of oxygen. 
your cabin, close’ your door, your
